Mr. SHERMAN, (rep.) of Ohio, moved to limit t*13 
debate on amendments to the tax bill to flve minutes 
to eacH member. 


Mr. THUHJIAK, {dem.) «f Ohio, objected, as the bill 
was the moat important and comprehensive of the 
eess on. 


Mr. SHERMAN considered his motion justified by 
the rapid approach or the end of the session, and 
said He would press a vote on it to-morrow. 
At a q.uarier-past one the senate resumed the con- 
sideration of the bill to reduce taxation, &c., the 
question being npon the sections relating to the in- 
come tax. 


Mr. SCOTT, (rep.) of Pa., in the course of a lengthy 
argument against retention of the tax, said the prm-

Asfor the intellejtnal training, It 
is very difficult for the American to profit by this 
lor the !o\U>wlng reas.n: ths course ia all the 
schools here is ar--anged for tha German, who enters 
his classes usually at the age of nve, ana works up 
grailua.lv and regularly through, a dozen years, and 
sometimes more', befoi'e entering the university. 
Tne amount I'-arne 1 in a year o- two, therefore— 
the time usually allotted by Americans for their 
s'ay—is emalle • than In onr more rapid travelling 
sc'.oois, aad the studies in the main ace ouly u-eiui 
as a:s exurcisj iu.Geraun, an-J uot in themselves.

Ai pr.sent it coa- 
sists inerelv'of a long trench, about four feet in 
death, and "is surrounded on all sides by a crass 
covered mound. 


COKON'ATIOS. 


A few yards rurtlu-r on is the coronation chair, 


which coisisis of a small mound of a round or circu- 
lar n^ure. liere the Kings or Ireland, are said to 
iiave teen crowned, and here also was deposited the 
famous J.ia Fall, or stoce oi destiny, to wnicil so 
many marvellous qualities were asO'lbed. Tue flis- 
tary of this stone is a very curious one. It is said to 
have been the stone upon which Jacob rested. Tne 
Cells carried it with them in their migrations west- 
ward, and placed it on tne hill or Tara. In the early 
ages of Irish history the kingly dignuy was elective, 
and although tne crown was, for the moit part, re- 
tained in the one fair.lly there Tvas no rule or hereai- 
tory succession. 
That member of tlie reigning 
family -who was bust calculated to carry oa the 
affairs of the nation was usually elected, but uia 
election was not unfreqaeatly opposed and civil 
•wars were the consequence. But the stone was. able 
to settle all disputes. The claimants for tlie crown 
were made to stand separately upon the stone, and 
when the rightful claimant set foot upon it, tne stone 
gave forth a sound, after watch the coronation 
or the victor was immediately proceeded with. '1 his 
stone was afterwards taken into Scotland, and the 
kin"s of that country were lor several centuries 
crowned upon It at Scone. Edward I., of England, 
brought it to London and placed it under the coro- 
nation chair in Westminster Abbey, where it may be 
seen at the present day.

Newspnper Sensationism—Journalistic Slrfts 


c.ud CaKitrd'S—Bohemiajiiaai by Imitation-* 
Tae Picbiscitum and tbe Politicians. 


PARIS. Jnne 8,18JO. 


The French newspapers, like the FreocS politi- 


cians, are so fond of sensation that they sacrlflce 
everything to effect. The behavior of both these cate- 
gories is often so strange and fantastic as to make 
thjm appear ridiculous in American or English eye=<. 
In England or the United states a newspaper could 
only obtain credit or circulation by the accuracy as 
well as the promptitude of its intelligence. If a 
eading journal of either conntry were to get up a 
fiction so -well dressed as to deceive only a portion 
of the public, it would lose its prestige forever anil 
fatally sap the foundation of its prosperity. But 
here in Paris we have a journal of the largest circu- 
ation of any, and which olten boasts of its early and 
exclusive information, whic'a ventures twice in one 
year to plan a hoax with so much ingenuity as to 
aewilder thousands or readers. Tne more complete 
the success of Its mystiuc.ttloa the greater the credit 
it lays claim to. Tills may be brilliant managing, 


: it is not journalism as we understand It. 


The journal I allude to is the Figaro. Its name 
implies vivacity aad playfulness; but it. aspires to be 
regarded as ono of the leading journals, and its arti- 
cl--s are all abir written, aud its intelligence is va- 
ried and generally correct. Hence its popularity 
aad wide clrculatUu. Doubtless ita proprietor iinows 
the French taste and how acutely they rallsh a }en 
S'fsprit really well dona. Tiie French care more for 
a joKe and less for dignity than an American, Eng- 
lishman or German can possibly Imagine. 'Conse- 
quently the Figaro, every now aad than, comes out 
with a fabrication as audacious and yet. so vralsem- 
MoWe as to m.iKc it the town-talk of the day.. 


Nearly a year ago the paper announced that the 


Emperor had resulveJ oa a totil change of his sys- 
leai of government, aad it pablishad a new constitu- 
tion of a modified character, but not so extravagant 
as to lea't to suspicion. It named ths new men, who 
were about to De called iota oillce aa-ler the riytme 
about to.oe inaugurated, aad, ia shirt, it went into 
every detail connected with the grand pol tlcal event 
announced with BO much gravity and precision as to 
beguile no end of people. This took; place, too, at 
a lime when tae political CiiuUron was boiling, 
for it was alter the elections of 1S58, and when the 
Emperor was known to be contemplating conces- 
sions.

ward of $300.0111 a year has been paid by our merchants for 
tf'e hire of tarpaulins and other wharf coverings, which af- 
ford but part a! shelter for the property. Besides, a major 
proportion of the merchandise deslgnel for reship-

bution ("or sale here. Moreover the crowded condition of our 
s.re«s now, by carts and drars, presents a rapidly Increas- 
ing embarrassment to the business facilities of tbe port. Aud 
as w.thiu the water limits of the city there can be presectel 
no no"BlbIe relief or alleviation or tbis an.;mentma evil, wo 
aeea but ask what must be tbe condition a few years hence, 
waen the population will be doubled. I therefore propose to 
store merchandise beyond the bulkhead line. It really seems 
that the carts have already reached their maximum 
practical nnmber unless the locality for our general com- 
merce Is changed, wnich would afford but temporary relief.

submit that all merchandise di. 
port or transhipment in Its received condition snou'd never 
cross a street at aU, and should be as far as possible stored 
at tho piers, and as warehouse room janot only much 
limited, but grestly needed convenient to thf shipping, 
I propose to meet all those irequirementa bv employing this 
pier tor carrying a weather shed and warehouse, by erecting

NEW YORK PIER AND WABEHODSE PLAN. 
The asxt plan was ofl'cred Dy If r. H. C. Gardiner, 
who spoke for some lenein of tlmeontne disadvan- 
tages .New York was laboring under by not having a 
good system of wharves and ~piers, the absence of 
which, ne thought, even now was diverting com- 
merce to Boston, Baltimore and Philadelphia. He 
sain the position occupied bv the Board was at- 
tended with responsibility of the gravest chaiaaer 
and is co-extensive with the broad powers comerrea 
on it by the Legislature and on tne high duties it had 
assumed, and on the proper exercise of those 
powers depended tho health of minions, the lives of 
thousands and tha financial prosperliyof this com- 
mprcuil metropolis.

Set- 
ting aside the pecuniary advantages and facilities ol the stor- 
ajje ipace, this mode ol constructing a permanent wharf is 
probably the most economical that can he devis-i-i, nnd the

has but one source of revenue. 
On this system,

The agrlcmtnrar mind or Long Island la very jubi- 


lant over the prospect of a great crop this season. 
The prospects are very promising, and the farmers 
say that it is the best season they have had for many 
ycarj, notwithstanding the fact that the cominc of 
spr.nc was late. The potato crop promises well and 
if nothlnj injurious to its growth occnrs will be unu- 
sually productive. The Early Eose, Samaritan and 
Sebec are almost' fit for digging, and many of the 
first mentioned have found their way into the mar- 
Set already. Tne stalks are thlct and Juicy, and the 
evening dews ana midday snns have ao prepared tue 
earth aa to give them good root. Tne Garnet, Ch.le, 
Jactson Whites, white and red Peachblows, Meicers 
and Buckeyes seem to be most cultivated. The Peach- 
blonrs seem to have the prererence, for the reason 
that they are more lasting and marketable. It 13 esti- 
mated that over tivo million bushels willba gathered 
tula season, more th m two thirds of which will find 
a market in this city.

The rel 
and white spring wheat is verr far advanced, the 
winter species loots well,|bat its success In general is 
far irom positive. Rye is extensively planted while 
barley finds little encouragement. The oats crop 
averages about the same yearly, as It is retained by 
the farmers for their own use. Buckwheat ia ex- 
tensively planted this year, as it commanded a good 
price during the past winter, and is also an article 
of double value. The early sweet corn is rather 
limited, bnt the white and yellow corn 13 cultivated 
extensively. 


The fruit crop Is very promising, as the weather 
was exceedingly favorable while the trees were in 
bloom. The apple trees are heavily laden, as are 
also the pear trees. The grapes and other garden 
fruit, such as quinces, plums, cranberries, blaokber- 
ries, melons and peaches, loos exceedingly well, and 
unless injured by worms or bngs there will be a 
great yield. The cherries are fast npenmg and the 
fruits m general are assumtag a purple appearance. 
The average yield per acre oa Long Island seems 
rather astonishing, but it has been substantiated by 
actual measuiement year alter year.

relating to Cuba and Spanish rule in the 
Antilles create a great deal of interest. They 
are like ghosts that have been raised and 
obstinately refuse to be put down, even by 
holy water. If they cannot be solved by gov- 
ernment they will solve themselves. 
Negro 


slavery in the Antilles is doomed, and white 
political slavery 
to European domination 


there is near its end. 
The news we refer to 


from Madrid is that of the vote of the Cortes 
refusing to abolish slavery, and from Washing- 
ton the resolutions of Mr. Sumner in the 
Senate yesterday, declaring the sentiments of 
the people of the United States concerning 
Spain and her island colonies lying in Ameri- 
can waters. 


The question relative to emancipating the 


slaves in the Spanish colonies came up in the 
Cortes in Committee of the Whole on Senor 
Moret's bill for gradual emancipation. SeSor 
Castellar proposed an amendment for imme- 
diate abolition. This amendment was nega- 
tived by a vote of 78 nays to 48 yeas. Thus 
the Spanish Cortes has emphatically refused 
to abolish slavery. The Cortes then adjourned 
till the 31st of October, and Senor Moret's 
bill was postponed. 
But while Spain upholds 


slavery and shows that she is behind the age, 
the Cubans themselves have abolished the' 
institution as far as their power extends over 
their native island. Of this there can be no 
doubt. The twenty-fourth article of the con- 
stitution of the Cuban republic, which was 
adopted by the constitutional convention and 
unanimously approved by the Cuban Congress 
atGuiamaro on the 10th of April, 1869,declares, 
"All the inhabitants of the republic of Cuba 
are absolutely free." This marked difference 
between the conduct of the Spaniards, who 
rule Cuba with a rod of iron, and that of the 
Cuban patriots on the subject of slavery ought 
to inspire sympathy and admiration for the 
brave and liberal Cubans throughout the length 
and breadth of the American republic as well 
as throughout the civilized world. 


It is remarkable that about the same time 


the Spanish Cortes refused by a decisive vote 
to abolish slavery Mr. Sumner, without 
knowing that fact, introduced into the United 
States Senate resolutions strongly condemna- 
tory of the existence of that institution in the 
Spanish colonies and of the atrocious conduct 
of the war in Cuba. If we mistake not the 
news from Madrid will have a powerful influ- 
ence upon Congress when Mr. Sumner's reso- 
lutions come up for action. It is gratifying to 
know that this distinguished Senator and 
chairman of the Senate Committee on Foreign 
Affairs has taken such a bold step in favor 
both of the emancipation of tha negroes in Cuba 
and the independence of the island. He is now 
following the impulses of his nature and act- 
ing in accordance with his previous history in. 
favor of freedom and a high-toned American 
policy. 


The resolutions Mr. Sumner submitted 


declare that the people of the United States 
cannot hear with indifference the reports of 
barbarous outrages which reach them con- 
stantly from the neighboring island of Cuba; that 
they protest against the repetition of such acts, 
and. in. the name of humanity, they solemnly 
insist that these things shall cease; that they 
are pained to hear that the pretension of 
propei ty in. man is still upheld in the island 
colonies of Spain lying in American waters; 
that human beings endowed by nature with 
the right of life, liberty and pursuit of hap- 
piness are held as slaves; that instead of 
ierminating this pretension at once the Spanish 
;overnment propose to protract it for an indefi- 
nate period by an impossible system of gradu- 
ation, and that this spectacle is offensive to all 
who love republican institutions, and especially 
to the United Stales, who now, in the name 
of justice and for the sake of good neighbor- 
hood, ask that slavery shall cease. The reso- 
lutions declare also that the United States, 
being once colonies, achieved independence by 
successful resistance to the European Power 
claiming to govern, them; that their example 
was followed by the Spanish colonies on the 
Continent of America ; that already the same 
aspirations for independence begin to stir in 
the neighboring colonies of Great Britain; 
that these instances are in harmony with the 
spirit of the age; that the day of European 
colonies in this hemisphere has passed, and 
that, impressed by this conviction, the people 
of the United States regret to witness the 
extraordinary efforts of the Spanish govern- 
ment, by violence and blood, to maintain the 
unnatural jurisdiction in Cuba forbidden by 
the great law of progress and hostile to 
lie best interests of both parties. 
Then 


the resolutions state that the people of the 
United States declare their sympathy with 
;heir fellow Americans in Cuba struggling for 
independence, as well as for the people of 
Spain in their efforts to establish liberal insti- 
;utions, and they call upon Spain, to recognize 
at oace the right of Cubans to govern them- 
selves. The President of the United States is 
charged with the duty of communicating these 
resolutions to the government of Spain. 


It is unnecessary to add anything to these 


manly and truly American sentiments. They 
will find a hearty response throughout the 
whole country. Their moderation, too, caa- 
not fail to make an impression abroad. Nor 


ave we any doubt that General Grant heartily 
ympathizes with them, however much he 
may have been misled in this Cuban ques- 
iou or however anxious he may be to avoid 
lifficulSes or complications with Spain. If the 
government of Spain is not hopelessly stupid 
,nd insensible to the friendly conduct of our 
government it will appreciate both the dignified 
'Osition of this republic and the good advice 
;iven on the subject of Cuba. It was not fear 
)f Spain or of war that has led the administra- 
tion to a policy of abstention and restraint 
with regard to Cuba—that induced it to 
ppose 
popular 
sentiment—but 
it 
was 


influenced 
by a 
high regard 
for 
the 


lational honor and with the hope that Spain 
would come to terms for granting the inde- 
iendence or cession 
of Cuba. 
No one 


.oubts that if the United States would indi- 
eelly aid the Cubans, and that without violat- 
ng international law or obligations, Cuba would 
conquer her own independence; but our gov- 
ernment would prefer a peaceful and amicable 
settlement of the question, either by purchase 
or otherwise. That, we judge, is the policy of 


the administration. But the question is rapidly 
culminating and cannot be postponed or 
ignored indeGnitely. 
The Cubans will keep 


up the straggle and a fearful amount of blood 
may be shed unnecessarily. Can Spain be 
made to see that Cuba is lost to her ? That is 
the question. As little faith can be given to 
her promises as to the Spanish reports of the 
war in Cuba. The government must not be 
too credulous or hope too much from pretended 
negotiations for the independence or cession 
of Cuba. The only course to pursue on this 
subject is for the government to maintain a 
dignified and firm attitude, and, while it hon- 
orably observes international obligations, not 
to forget what is due to public sentiment, to 
the cause of republican freedom and to that 
broad policy which claims America for the 
Americans, so well expressed in Mr. Sumner's 
resolutions. 


General Butler a Failure. 


We had great hopes of General Butler in 


Congress after his clever management of the 
impeachment prosecution against Andy John- 
son. We thought for some time after that 
affair that Butler was the man to take the place 
as "the great commoner" and leader of tha 
House, left vacant by "Old Thad Stevens." 
After a fair trial, however, he must, as an 
aspirant for this position, be pronounced a fail- 
ure. He is a keen lawyer, he has all 
the points, all the authorities, 
all 
the 


precedents 
and 
all 
the 
quirks 
and 


quibbles of the law at his fingers' ends.. He 
proved his efficiency as a lawyer all through 
the war; and if he was "bottled up" as a 
soldier it was, perhaps, because he undertook 
to manage his own army and the army opposed 
to him in the field according to the rules of 
law laid down by Blackstone as superior to the 
military ideas of Napoleon. Butler, ia short, 
manosuvred against Bsauregard as a lawyer, 
and so Beauregard "bottled" him. la Con- 
gress, however, where solid ability and the 
tricks of the law and parliamentary strategy 
and tactics carry the day, we had expected 
Butler to achieve the first position. 
Schenck, 


however, by hard labor and self-possessioa 
has got ahead of him; and Bingham, too, 
always watching for his opportunity, is getting 
ahead of "the gentleman from Massachusetts." 
We have seen, over and over again, that in a 
regular pitched battle in the House, or in a 
sudden skirmish, with sharp-shooters blazing 
away all round him, Butler, if he can only 
contrive to keep cool, is equal to the emergency 
and a match for the best of them. We have 
seen, however, from time to time, as in the 
late affair with Farnsworth, that Butler cannot 
always keep coo'; that, in fact, he is too apt 
to fly off the handle and spoil his case by get- 
ting into a fit of ridiculous indignation, which 
trips him up and lays him out flat as a 
flounder. 


From this weakness we have been disap- 


pointed in our "great expectations" of Butler; 
yea, grievously disappointed. 
He fails to 


come up to the mark of "Old Thad Stevens." 
He can't begin to do it. 
What a tremendous 


old fellow was "Old Thad" in his quiet way! 
He was competent to lead the men around him 
by the nosa, because he knew how to govern 
himself. He was a man, too, of strong pas- 
sions, and terrible in his "wrath ; but he was 
not the man to get up a tempest in a teapot, 
•with himself in the teapot. Hs knew how to 
disarm his antagonise in the fiercest attack by 
turning the laugh upon him <•- »"«««- t.'maclr 
did- oii one oappy occasion—with his "shoo 
fly." It seems strange that an elderly, big- 
headed and bald-headed Massachusetts law- 
yer, like Butler, should not be equal to this 
sort of thing on all occasions. But he isn't. 
Farnsworth catches him napping, and he 
becomes on his dignity—fiddlesticks—as fussy 
and ferocious as a fire-eater, or as a school- 
boy caught with a contraband watermelon. 
We are sorely distressed at this affair. 
It 


places our champion, Butler, in the dilemma 
of General Scott, when he was "caught with 
his breeches down." What are we to do ? "I 
am afraid," as honest Old Abe is credited 
with 
saying 
of another man, "I am 


afraid that our man is not as big as our 
measure, and that we must take him down a 
peg or two." Accordingly, -we agree that But- 
ler, incompetent to control himself, is, with all 
his great capabilities, reduced in Congress to 
the grade of an irresponsible bushwhacker, 
whose only safety, as at Bermuda Hundred, 
is under the wing of General Grant. 


MK. AKEBMAlf, of Georgia, has been con- 


firmed as Attorney General by the Senate, 
while Mr. Butler is still laboring to reconstruct 
Georgia on his radical plan. We believe Gen- 
eral Grant in war or peace is a better recon- 
structor than General Butler. He admits her 
to representation in his Cabinet while Butler 
refuses to admit her to representation in the 
House. Can there be a question as to which 
is the broadest and most statesmanlike action 
in the premises ? 


THE ICE QUESTION.—The ice dealers propose 


to increase heavily the price for ice. This 
will draw to the market a supply from Maine, 
and the competition will be beneficial to our 
citizens. Of all monopolies the ice monopoly 
is among the meanest. It is as bad as the 
coal monopoly when the supply of fuel is 
scarce and the weather biting. 
Between the 


two, however, it is evident that in monopolies, 
as in almost everything else, extremes meet, 
la the present instance the extremes are most 
unnatural—frost and heat—and when they 
meet there should be an explosion somewhere. 


THE RIGHT COUHSE.—Mr. Dickens' pub- 


lisher makes an announcement, that cannot 
but be pleasing to all persons interested in 
his writings, to the effect that no person will 
be permitted to ''finish" the novel of "Edwin 
Drood," but that it will be given to the public 
just as Dickensleft.it. This is infinitely better 
news than the previous statement, that the 
story would be filled out on Dickens' outline 
by Wilkie Collins. 


THE PABK COMMISSIONERS should not give 


way before the usurpations of the horse rail- 
road companies. If the latter do not respect 
the rights of citizens the next Legislature will 
alter their franchises to make them do so.

Mr. Sumner took a new departure in the 


Senate yesterday from his old course on Cuban 
affairs, and apparently forgetting his terrors 
of a war with Spain and Alabama claims com- 
plications, presented to the Senate a series of 
resolutions declaring the sentiment of the 
people of the United States concerning the war 
in Cuba, denouncing the barbarities practised 
by both parties, and virtually recognizing the 
belligerent rights of the revolutionists. The 
resolutions being objected to were laid over 
and ordered to be printed. John Chinaman is 
rapidly rising in importance and seems des- 
tined to occupy the place recently held by the 
African. 
The Pacific slopers have ever held 


him in supreme contempt, and look upon the 
almond-eyed Celestials as intruders whose 
labor should not be suffered to come in compe- 
tition with that of American citizens. Ac- 
cordingly Mr. Stewart called up the bill to 
prevent the enforcement of coolie labor con- 
tracts and urged its passage. Mr. Wilaon, 
having in view the raid recently made upon 
Massachusetts by the coolies, seconded the 
Nevada Senator's efforts to stop the tide of 
Chinese emigration; but the Senate was inex- 
orable and the bill was postpoaed. 
Conside- 


ration of the bill to reduce taxation was re- 
sumed, the question being on the sections 
relating to the income tax. Without voting on 
this question the bill was laid over until to-day. 
An evening session of the Senate was held, the 
Texas-Pacific Railroad being the special order. 


The bill to provide for the apportionment of 


representation was taken up in the House and a 
motion made to concur with the Senate amend- 
ment increasing the number of members of 
Congress to three hundred. A very spirited 
debate ensued, the democratic members, as 
•well as several republicans, favoring a further 
amendment providing for cumulative voting in 
the case of additional members elected by 
general ticket. Another objection to the bill 
was sprung by Mr. Scofield, and that was, 
whether there should be an apportionment 
oftener than once in ten years, while the pres- 
ent proposition was for an apportionment once 
in eifiht years. The bill was finally referred to 
the Judiciary Committee, which is equivalent 
to its defeat. Mr. Butler reported the Georgia 
bill with a substitute, the same in effect as the 
bills for Texas and Virginia, except ia rela- 
tion to the militia. 
Several sub3titutes were 


offered, which, with the bill, were ordered to 
be printed, and it Was agreed thai the previous 
question should be called on the bill at two 
o'clock to-day. 


European Mail Despatches. 


From Europe we have the special correspond- 


ence by mail which appears in our columns to- 
day. Our writers date in Milan, Dresden, Paris 
and Dublin to the llth of June. From Italy 
comes a vivid illustration of the manner in 
which organized, or made to order, revolution- 
ism expires in the face of industry, progress 
and the home necessities and national wants of 
the people. Garibaldi's ex-cook was pitted— 
or placed himself—as the champion of the 
"Reds" against Bixio, a statesman and patriot 
who thinks for mankind. 
The revolution, as 


is fully reported by our correspondent in 
Milan, was a miserable failure. Being a"Red" 
affair it may V>c Haul tliat it was rejecteOL "by 
the solid good sense of the Italians just as 
quickly as kind old John Bull would turn 
aaide from a stale lobster 
salad 
if it 


were 
served to

in place of a 


huge dish of roast beef. Italy, as Bisio seems 
to think, needs rest, peace, industry, capital 
aud prayer—the latter in reasonable amount, 
and light and sparkling in expression. 


Our Dresden letter affords a valuable expla- 


nation of the politico-economic system as it 
prevails in Saxony particularly, and gene- 
rally in Germany. The school system of Sax- 
ony is probed pretty rigorously and firmly, 
and the subject of the transatlantic education 
of American born youths treated in a new and 
useful point of view. The good sense of the 
French people was placing France, Paris par- 
ticularly, in direct conflict with newspaper 
Bohemiamsm and the routine of journalistic 
Bensationism. France is very likely to effect 
a radical cure in this direction, just as she did 
in government and politics at the moment 
of

EPIDEMIC DISEASES IN CDBA.—Our news 


from Havana, published this morning, is some- 
what unfavorable. Asiatic cholera has ap- 
peared in that city and on some of the gunboats, 
and is represented as raging violently in the 
interior. It is also atatedthat the ravages of 
the smallpox continue unabated. The pres- 
ence of these epidemic diseases in Cuba 
admonishes us to the utmost caution in our 
commercial intercourse with the island. We 
possess in vaccination an effectual preventive 
of smallpox, but for cholera science has dis- 
covered nothing that can prevent and but few 
medicines that can cure. 
With this fact 


before us the greatest vigilance must be exer- 
isedlest this metropolis be visited during the 
present summer by the most terrible of all 
diseases. 


A KITRO-GLYOBBISE EIPLOSIOS in Wor- 


:ester, Mass., yesterday, demolished twelve 
louses, killed one man and injured about thirty 
others. The terrible substance was being 
smuggled through on a train of cars. Tic 
grasping avarice that brought about this dis- 
aster as well as the one in Jersey City deserves 
the severest punishment. The crime is, to 
rat it in its very mildest form, taking the 
chance of murder, which is a very few fogreeg 
removed from premeditated purpose. 


A GOOD LIB FOB CUBING AGEIOULTHKAL 


REPORTS—The official statement of the Agri- 
cultural Bureau at Washington that the wheat 
crop this year will be one-fifth less than last 
year. The last independent reports of this 
gear's crop show that if the acreage planted 
las been less in some places the aggregate 
yield ia likely to prove far above the average. 


Asia Speaks to America—The Viceroy of

Despatches reached Washington yesterday 


from Asia announcing the complete circuit 
of telegraphic communication between our 
country and the continent of the most ancient 
civilization—the birthplace of Christianity— 
the continent upon which the Apostles com- 
menced their labors—the seat from which 
originated those languages that have made the 
basis of the purest classic tongues, the San- 
scrit and the Hebrew—the country a portion 
of which since the Apostolic times has fallen 
into the seductive embraces of Mohammedan- 
ism, and the greater part of which counts 
to-day, as it did thousands of years ago, its 
million of pagans; worshippers of vishnu, 
slaves and victims of juggernaut, and the 
more refined and sentimental representatives 
of paganism, who acknowledge the sun as 
their god and keep his fires burning everlast- 
ingly upon their altars.

INTERRUPTION TO IMPEOVEMESTS IN PAKK 


AVENUE.—The Park Commissioners give a 
hearing to-day upon a protest of residents and 
property holders in Park avenue against the 
proposed disfigurement of the elegant little 
parks on the avenue by the construction of 
"air holes" and stairways at Harlem tunnel, 
above Thirty-fourth street, for the uses of the 
Fourth avenue horse cars. 
These parks are 


located on the surface of the tunnel, and the 
contemplated innovations, if perfected, will 
greatly mar their beauty if they do not prove 
a positive nuisance to the neighborhood. This 
attempt of the Fourth Avenue Railroad 
Company is but another underground Broad- 
way outrage in miniature, and it behooves 
all who feel an interest in the progress 
of the work of ornamenting the city so auspi- 
ciously begun by the Park Commissioners to 
see that their labors are not rendered nugatory 
and void by the encroachments of the many 
railroad monopolies that have been permitted 
to spread themselves, like spiders' webs, all 
over the city. In the meantime the work on 
the Park avenue improvements will be sus- 
pended until the question at issue is dis- 
posed of. 


THAT PISTOL CASE.—From the proceedings 


ofthe House it appears that Ben Butler's first 
connection with the pistol patent case was 
that of an opponent to the extension of the 
patent. He ceased to be an opponent when 
the applicants paid 
him two

dollars as a counsel fee. What did he do to 
earn the two thousand dollars? Deposited a 
brief in the United States Supreme Court. His 
next appearance in the case is that of an advo- 
cate of the extension on the floor.

A STRANGE EXPLOSION occurred in Jersey 


City yesterday. An Irishman, on a car load 
of apparently mild and innocent household fur- 
niture, was blown straight up in the air and 
fell to the street dead. Arigid search through 
the shattered furniture disclosed nothing more 
dangerous than a copper kettle, which might 
lave contained nitro-glycerine. Whether it did 
or not is now the question before a Coroner's 
jury. It seems hardly probable that any explo- 
sive material less powerful than nitro-glycerine 
could have produced so disastrous a blowout 
and l«ft BO little trace of Us presence. 


The Adjournment af the Spanish Cortc*> 


Cable despatches from Europe which wo 


print this morning inform us that the Spanish. 
Cortes has adjourned until the 31st of Octo- 
ber. The closing debate ofthe session was on 
SeBor Moret's bill, which provided for the 
gradual emancipation of the slaves in the 
Spanish colonies. Castellar's amendment to 
the bill urging immediate emancipation was 
lost by a vote of forty-eight to seventy-eight 
In the course of the debate and in support of 
his views Castellar delivered one of those bril- 
liant orations for which he has become famous 
and which have done much to convince many 
that oratory ofthe highest kind is not impossi- 
ble under the regime of the railroad and the 
telegraph. But Castellar's eloquence was ia 
vain. The government measure has been 
carried; Spain remains branded with the mark 
of Cain, and the Cortes has adjourned. 


The failure of the Cortes to come up to th» 


high requirement of the occasion is unques- 
tionably a just cause for lamentation and sor- 
row. 
We had certainly hoped for better 


things. But after all what has this Cortes 
done? Absolutely; nothing. It has been said 
that Prim and his friends have been afraid to 
bring the throne question before the Cortes for 
the reason that the members might have cast 
a strong vote in favor of Don Carlos or Don 
Alphonso, or perhaps Isabella herself. 
Tha 


servility of the Cortes to the government ia 
this matter of slavery makes us doubt whether 
the government has any such independence of 
spirit to fear. In any case it is now safe to 
say that the Cortes and the government and tha 
revolution itself have failed-, «nd failed sadly, 
to satisfy the expectations of mankind. What 
has Spain gained by this revolution? Wherein 
is she better than she would have been 
if Isabella had been still on the throne ? Look 
at her finances. Look at her trade. The 
workmen are idle. The salaries of the church- 
men are long overdue. More money is being 
borrowed. 
No king is forthcoming. 
No 


republic is immediately possible. 
A more 


demoralized and, consequently, a more helpless 
people never existed. 
And all this some 


twenty mouths after a revolution which 
starfled and gave hope to Europe. 


It is no longer desirable to suspend judg- 


ment in the case of Spain. Within there is 
no power fitted to give her new life. 
Hopa 


from within herself must now be abandoned. 
What Spain needs is some strong outside arm 
to lay hold of her and lead her into new ways. 
There is no Csesar, no Cromwell, no Napoleon 
in Spain. Is it not time that some master 
should take hold of her from without ? 
Tha 


saddest thing in this Spanish affair is that 
she clings to the cause of all her misery. 
It 


was slavery that debauched her. 
But Spain 


will not or cannot see it. This last vote may 
prove her deathknell. 
Edward B. Ketchurn the Hero of Another 


Wall Street Sensation. 


The summer monotony of the Stock Ex- 


change was relieved yesterday by a fresh sen- 
sation with an old actor in the scene. At the 
beginning of business a broker, acting as the 
agent of Edward B. Ketchum, announced his 
inability to fulfil his contracts—the formal way 
of slating that he had failed. Subsequent 
investigation showed that Young Ketchnm 
since his return to the street has been again 
speculating on a gigantic scale, his operations 
in gold and stocks reaching a total of about 
ten millions of dollars. 
As a stock speculator 


he was this time successful, and his good luck 
in this line prevented disastrous results to his 
ventures in gold. As it is, his broker fails Tor 
the comparatively small amount of only eighty 
thousand dollars. 
The mistake which Young 


Ketchum made was m endeavoring to "bull" 
gold, which his old experience had led him to 
think was always bound to rise. He made a 
mistake which many others made who forgot 
that the war is over and that the country ifl 
steadily returning to its pristine prosperity. 
The immense cotton crops of the South and 
the financial success of the government are 
constantly operating to wipe out the gold pre- 
mium. The defeat of the gold "bulls" of 1870 
ig only a natural result of the steady return of 
the country to specie payments. Unless a 
foreign war should embarrass us the resources 
of the country will gradually and easily bring 
about resumption. The Congressional finan- 
ciers may learn a lesson from Ketchum's 
fiasco.

outlay. There is a vast deal of claptrap about 
"speculation," as if "speculation1' were merely a' 
matter of stoefcs and bonds—as if speculation had 
no other field save tnat of the moneyed, produce or 
real estate marts. The truth is 


AiL BUSINESS IS SPECULATION, 


"whether it be dry goods, fancy goods, manufactures, 
Incorporated companies, or any vocation demand- 
tag other than intellectual or manual labor for capi- 
tal. The merchant who Imports buys at the lowest 
Scurc and endeavors to sell at the highest, and the 
great wheel of competition moving over his chosen 
stock creates artificial values, fluctuating prices and 
trying uncertainties. No man, therefore, who closes 
Ms books for the day can sleep, feeling assured that 
the morning may not make him an utter bankrupt. 
And, in fact, this is the rule of every day life. It 
matters not if politics, law, medicine or the clergy 
are examined: every calling IB, in a measure, a very 
uncertain speculation. 
So all this laik aiio.'t the terrible and vicious tend- 
ency of fate In Wall street can just as well be re- 
tailed about Church street, Beaver street, Pine street, 
Broadway or "the swamp."

PAST TO DBF AWE 
"Wall street for nvany reasons, but probably no cause 
Is so fruitful as a loss In Blocks. How common it to 
1o hear, *'0h, dealing in stocks is n<.thing but gam- 
Ming. The a'mosphere of the street is foul and 
-venal, 'ihe brokers and operators are ihievesand 
vagabonds, wunoat honor or prudence." The one 
who prattles in this way is a loser. Uis euiogium 
is ouiy his chagrin. As a novice he has tried his

Such men write booK-i about Wall street. They 
recount its frauds, te dangerous excesses, its nne 
pits, its hidden ambushe.-; and its terrific rottenness.

Tuere are others, 
too, who give quiet orders to their brokers, and taey

Many others do aud ha.ve 
done likewise, while before the world their converse 
is bitter lamentation.

Twenty-five years Is a long time 
in ihe short period allotted to human life, though 
but a mere grain of sand on the shores of the 
ocean in comparison with the history of mankind 
and the ages still iu the lap of the future. It was 
in the year 1845 that St. John's College first opened its 
doors to teach tbe youth of this country, and although 
its charter, giving it the standing as one of the uni- 
versities of the land, was granted only Jn February, 
1846, the close of that very academic year witnessed 
a proficiency in learning among the young pupils 
which was quite astonishing to all who still remem- 
ber it. Since then from year to year the number of 
graduates became larger and larger, the capacities 
ot the college had to be gradually enlarged, and 
Norm, East, South ana West ol this vast country 
profited by the accession of well-educated men, 
capable of leading their less favored Mlow citizens 
in science,t literature anil politics as well. At this 
sliver jubilee of the college quite a number of tne 
graduates of former years were present, among them 
lawyers, phys ciaus, merchants, priests, journalists, 
and representing every section and almost every 
part of this country.

A bari- 
tone, solo, with piano and chorus accompaniment fol- 
lowed, after which came a trio lor violin, flute and 
piano, which was exceedingly well executed. J. C. 
O'Reilly, of Rondout, delivered the oration el wel- 
come, some humorous passages of v.-hica were 
warmly applauded, especially some allusions to the 
ba.-e bad victories of the "college nine" over some 
older universities. The chorus then sanj a selection 
from "Stradella," and at the conclusion of this the 
company proceeded m procession to the church 
to listen to the oration of Rev. D. A. Merrlck and tne 
Te Deum. The brass band, composed of some of the 
young students, was stationed on the lawn as the 
procession passed, and tne exhilarating strains of 
their melodies added greatly to the joys of the festi- 
val. 
But It was remarked by several gentlemen 
that, as the concourse of gnests were passing the 
music stand on the way to church, some other tune 
than "Champagne Charley" would have been more 
appropriate.

KEV. D. A. JIEBRICK

to give a panegyric and biographical .sketch 
of its founder, the late 
Archbishop Hughes, 
who was born on the 24th of June, 1797, and would 
have completed his seventy-third year on this very 
day had his life been prolonged. He (tne speaker) 
would, however, only-give a sketch of him from an 
historic point ot view, and leave it to future history 
to be just to the influence the deceased exerted In 
the advancement of Catholicism in the United States. 
Rev. Mr. Merrick then: entered into a chronological 
history of the life of Archbishop Hughes, stating that 
he .had early begun the battle of life that, under 
the ruling of Providence, he might gain that de- 
cision of judgment and force of win which was 
requisite in his future career for the good of tbe 
Cnnrch. Referring to the ordination as priest, 
which the deceased received October 15, 1826, 
being afterwards appointed Bishop of Basllio- 
nolis, in jiartitms infldeltum. 
and coadjutor 
of the 
Bishop of .New York", 
the 
reverend 
speaker said that during the twenty-six years, less 
two days, of his connection with the diocese,'Bishop 
Hughes had Shown extraordinary energy of intel- 
lect, determination of character and fearlessness In 
action. New York Had then but three hundred thou- 
sand souls. Hughes found the Catholic Cmirch here 
in an infant state ana lie led her to greatness, from 


tQDtfength, from confusion to gUblUtr 


aud regular or(l<<r. There was tuen a danger grow 
lag up within, the church, the danger of coug'rega 
tionalism, and constant i-trlres were had betwee 
chureliwarlleus and trustees and their pastors 
OHtside there were increasing 'other dangers, sur 
rounding the Church like storui fed waves, aud slat 
dors against Catholicism and its priests were mult 
plying. His tact, Intellect, industrv, aud, above u 
this, Ills indomitable will overcame all this. H 
found a crumbling Church, a Protebtant spirit wlthi 
Catholic congregations, aud he succeeded in raisin 
up again and consolidating the Hierarchical Churcl 
and he became not only the Bishop, but a'so to 
leader and commander of the Catholic Church ii 
this city. New Voi-k was then a Protestant city—h 
left it Catholic. Kev. Mr. Merrick theu eulargec 
upon the contests offthe deceased Archbishop with 


TUB PUBLIC SCHOOL SOCIETY. 
In these schools the cnlidreu of catholics were no 
only "Protestantized," but also "iufliielized," slue 
it was one of tne aims or the society to educate th 
children of the benjgli:ed foreigners in the pure 
doctrines of the Reformation. The influence of Pro 
testautism was then powerful upon the young gen' 
rut'ou, and many had abandoned the practice 
of Catholicism because they lelt ashamed to pro 
less it. But Hughes gained the victory, andshoweu 
to the contending political parties that tbe catholics 
he d the balance of power. The speaker then gave a 
very powerful description of the chuvch burnings In 
Philadelphia, and repeated the declaration of Bishoj 
Hughes, that tne first torch put to a Catholic ohurci 
building iu Sew York would raise a flame that woul 
lay the city in ashes. As the lirst metropolitan c 
New York, BKhop Hughes was the representative o 
the energy of intell'sreuce, and of the liberal pnnol 
pies of American citizenship. He reinstated Episco 
pal authority, which had suffered under the syswm 
of trusteeship, and his bell f iu the principle of sub 
ordination led him to tbe doctrine of the Infalliblht 
of tno successor of St. Peter. His main ob,ect was 
always education, and, ia a pastoral letter Issue' 
thirty-three years ago, he had said the school shonl 
precede the Church. Though dead, the spirit of th 
lat« Archbishop still livetn. 
After this oration 
which at times rose to almost inspired eloquence,
